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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2-5,11,15-19 and 72 are pending. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
10, 2004 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 16 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Applicants' 
characterization of the surface area retention properties of at least about 100 m 2 /g at 
500° C does not further limit the materials characterized as having a surface area 
retention properties of at least about 100 m 2 /g at 700° C. The expectation is that 
materials having a stable surface area at higher temperatures would also have said 
suraface area stability at lower temperatures. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-5, 11, 15, 17-19 and 72 are allowed. 
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4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the references cited in the Information disclosure statement filed March 24, 
2004 do not qualify as prior art since they each have a publication date after the 
effective filing date for the instant claims, April 15, 1997.
